“Good times’' will rrturn to America in October, bankers of 
the country voted, 2 to I, in a poll analyzed in the forthcoming 
issue of the American Magazine by Dr. Julius Klein, assistant sec- 
ret ary of the Department of Commerce. 
It is interesting to make a note ol this, Itecause months ago. 
at the bankers convention held in Brainerd ibis spring, Otto 
Bremer, vice president of the Citizens State Bank of Brainerd, a 
noted financier of America, in an interview with the Brainerd 
Dispatch, stated October would be the threshhold of a period of 
business prosperity and that all that was necessary to insure thi i 
was for the Mississippi valley area of the west to keep its busi­ 
ness on an even keel. In his periodical visits and business trips 
throughout America and the old world, Mr. Bremer makes his 
own deductions from what he sees and hears at first hand. 
In the poll taken by the magazine article first referred to, 
the remaining one-third of the bankers polled, put the date of the 
return of “good times" no later than January I. All predicted a 
healthier condition than that which preceded tin- 1929 debacle. 
“The climb will Im* healthier than that after any previous de­ 
pression," Klein declares. “The condition of 1929 was hysterical. 
We are heading toward an earned prosperity rather than an 
hysterical one. We will arrive at the brass tacks era rather than 
another brass band age." 
Klein joints out thai ll depressions in the past lo years 
were, on the average, of about 18 months duration. In no one 
case, he adds, have these depressions, especially that of 1929, 
covered areas on the business map as have those of 1907 and 
1921. 
Outright stockholders in the six major corporations of the 
United States have increased by nearly 200,000 since the market 
crash, Klein says. Business and investors are more closely knit by 
improved transportation and communication. The country profits 
by improvement in a similar one, he adds. 
“ Foreign trade," says the assistant secretary, “will grow 
with the stabilization of foreign buying power, because Kuropo 
still buys half it needs from America. We will have a far more 
substantial economic body for passing of the cream-putl age in 
business."

“Good t i m e s ” will return to America in October, bankers of 
the country voted, 2 to I, in a poll analyzed in the forthcoming 
issue of the American Magazine by Dr. Julius Klein, assistant sec 
retary of the Department of Commerce. 
It is interesting to make a note oi this, because months ago. 
at the bankers convention held in Brainerd this spring, Otto 
Bremer, vice president of the Citizens State Bank ol Brainerd, a 
noted financier of America, in an interview with the Brainerd 
Dispatch, stated October would be the threshold of a period of 
business prosperity and that all that was necessary to insure this 
was for the Mississippi valley area of the west to keep its busi­ 
ness on an even keel. In his periodical visits and business trips 
throughout America and the old world, Mr. Bremer makes his 
own deductions from what he sees and hears at first hand. 
In the poll taken by the magazine article first referred to, 
the remaining one-third of the bankers polled, put the date of the 
return of “good times” no later than January I. All predicted a 
healthier condition than that Which preceded the 1929 debacle. 
“The climb will be healthier than that after any previousd e ­ 
pression,” Klein declares. “The condition of 1929 was hysterical. 
We are heading toward an earned prosperity rather than an 
hysterical one. We will arrive at the brass tacks era rather than 
another brass band age.” 
Klein points out that ll depressions in the past A0 years 
were, on the average, of about 13 months duration. In no one 
case, he adds, have these depressions, especially that of 1929, 
covered areas on the business map as have those of 1907 and 
1921. 
Outright stockholders in the six major corporations of the 
United States have increased by nearly 200,000 since the market 
crash, Klein says. Business and investors are more closely knit by 
improved transportation and communication. The country profits 
by improvement in a similar one, he adds. 
“Foreign trade,” says the assistant secretary, “will grow 
with the stabilization of foreign buying power, because Europe 
still buys half it needs from America. We will have a far mort* 
substantial economic body for passing of the cream-pufi' age in 
business.”
